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SUMMARY 


Klaipeda  Army  Barracks  Libaucr  ST  is 
located  in  the  north-central  part  of  the  port  of 
Klaipeda  on  the  Baltic  Sea  coast,  approxi- 
mately 100  kilometers  (km)  south  of  Liepaja 
and  120  km  northeast  of  Baltiysk  (Figure  1). 

The  installation  covers  approximately  28 
acres  and  contains  22  buildings,  including  1 


administration,  7 barracks,  2 storage,  3 pos- 
sible equipment  storage/maintenance,  and  9 
support  (Figures  2 and  3). 

The  area  was  covered  by  6 KEYHOLE 
missions  between  November  1962  and  July 
1964.  Possible  recent  changes  include  the 
addition  of  1 or  2 barracks. 


DESCRIP  TION  OF  INSTALLATION 


Railroad  Service 


POL  Storage  Areas 


The  main  north-south  rail  line  is  approxi- 
mately 250  meters  east. 

Road  Service 

The  installation  is  served  by  connecting 
streets  in  Klaipeda  and  north-south  roads. 


POL  storage  areas  within  the  viciniiy 
include  a site  approximately  200  meters  north- 
west with  6 tanks,  and  Klaipeda  Petroleum

proximately 1 km  northwest  with  20  large,  3 
medium,  and  approximately  15  small  tanks 
(Area  G). 


Administration  and  Troop  Housing  Area 

Area  D contains  L U-shaped  multistory 
administration  building,  7 multistory  barracks, 
and  5 support  buildings. 


General  Storage _Area_ 

Area  F.  contains  2 storage  buildings  and  4 
support  buildings. 


Equipment  Storage/Maintenance  Area 

Area  J contains  3 possible  equipment  stor- 
age/maintenance buildings  --  1 L-shaped  mea- 
suring 110  by  75  feet  and  140  by  40  feet,  one 
75  by  55  feet,  and  one  75  by  35  feet. 

Athletic  Field 

Area  K is  an  oval- shaped  athletic  field. 
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
